More Japanese investment coming, says Crombie

Mayor Bonnie Crombie, admittedly jet- 
lagged from her recent investment mis- 
sion to Japan, didn’t exactly come back 
empty-handed from last week’s gruel- 
ling jobs-seeking trip. 

The Mississauga leader said a new Jap- 
anese plant expansion is looming for the 
city and should be finalized in a matter 
of days. 


“There will be a release this week,” 
Crombie told Peel Daily News after ap- 
pearing at a major plant expansion in 
Mississauga’s aircraft sector by a unit of 
a big Japanese plane builder. 

“It’s a matter of dotting the Is and cross- 
ing the Ts.” 

“We've been working on this since my 
last visit (to Japan in 2016),” she said of 
the new as yet unnamed job-creating in- 
vestment. “That’s how long these things 


take. And this time we have planted the 
seeds for a few others as well.” 

Crombie spoke to PDN after appearing 
at a plant expansion in which MHI Can- 
ada Aerospace got a $4.9 million grant 
from the Ontario government to expand 
its Malton plant and take on work shift- 
ed to the company from Japan.

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Dozens of sex assault cases wrongly 
‘classified’, say Peel Police

An internal Peel Police re- 
view has found that since 
2010, investigators wrong- 
ly classified one in four al- 
leged cases of sex assault as 
“unfounded.” 


Cases are deemed “un- 
founded” when a_ police 
investigation doesn’t find 
enough evidence to justify 
laying a charge. 

Some have criticized po- 
lice over the high number 
of sexual assault investiga- 
tions dropped for lack of 
evidence. 

Sharon Floyd, an advocate 
for sexual assault victims, 
says the high number of 
cases deemed “unfounded” 
makes women feel their 
complaints are not taken 
seriously. 

“The experience that wom- 
en are having is that they’re 
not being believed by police 
if their cases are going to be 
determined as unfounded.” 

Police reviewed more than 
4,000 sexual assault cases 
in which around a thousand 
were originally been classi- 
fied as unfounded. 

The report finds that of 
those “unfounded” cases, 


273 should not have been 
filed in that category.

Chief Jennifer Evans 
launched the review last 
February after media re- 
ports of large number of 
sexual assault cases in Can- 
ada being classified as ‘un- 
founded’. 

“T want to assure victims 
that we take every sexual 
assault complaint serious- 
ly. The review revealed that 
some cases in Peel were in- 
correctly categorized. 
Through this process we 
have enhanced our training, 
policies, and procedures 
and have strengthened our 
relationships with our com- 
munity partners,” Evans 
said. 

Floyd says the justice sys- 
tem is failing victims. 
“Women don’t feel the sys- 
tem is working for them 
and when they do disclose 
that they’re experiencing 
violence, there is still no 
accountability to the per- 
petrator. It’s too high a rate 
where individuals are not 
held accountable.” 

Since the review, Peel po- 
lice say they're acting on 
recommendations -- in- 
cluding training on case 
classification practices and 
bi-annual audits of all un- 
founded sexual assault cas- 
es. 


Floyd says the classifica- 
tion and _ administrative 
problems should not take 
away from the bigger issues 
of how sexual assault vic- 
tims are treated by police 
and the crown. 

“For me, that doesn’t take 
away from the number of 
women who are experienc- 
ing sexual violence who 
don’t receive the level of 
support that they require, 
nor the outcomes, or the 
justice they require. 

She says she spoke police 
and is looking forward to 
taking part in audits of cas- 
es. 

Floyd also thinks attitudes 
need to change as far as 
treating victims is con- 
cerned. 

“We as a society are looking 
at women’s experiencing of 
sexual violence and _ plac- 
ing some of the blame on 
women, where they’re go- 
ing, who they're associating 
with, what they’re wearing 
then absolutely, police are 
part of the that society and 
so we all have to be mindful 
of the biases that we have. 
I think officers need to also 
continue to pay attention to 
potential biases that creep 
into their judgment and 
their job,” she said.

Ontario’s Liberal govern- 
ment is spending almost $5 
million to help pay for the 
expansion of a Mississauga 
aircraft parts plant owned 
by Japanese aerospace giant 
Mitsubishi Heavy Industries.

Crombie visited numerous 
companies, did interviews 
promoting Mississauga with 
several Japanese news outlets 
and pitched the city at a big 
Aeromart business-to-busi- 
ness conference attended by 
most of the world’s big aero- 
space companies. 

The trip, which included 
economic development of- 
ficials, probably cost tens of 
thousands of dollars, but the 
mayor says it’s worth it. 
“These trips abroad, the in- 
vestment missions we take 


other type,” he said to dozens 
of plant workers and _ poli- 
ticians gathered for the an- 
nouncement. 

“Upgrading this 246,000 sq. 
ft. facility and training the 
already world-class staff that 
we have here, that is a good 
investment on behalf of the 
people of Ontario.” 

The Mississauga factory 
builds complete wings and 
fuselages for Bombardier’s 
Challenger 350 series and 
Global 5000/6000 series.

“This investment in some- 
way serves as a marker of 
gratitude to MHI for trans- 
ferring work from Japan to 


are about relationship build- 
ing, about networking and 
identifying those companies 
that are looking for either 
new investment opportuni- 
ties or expansion,” she told 
PDN. 

“That’s what they're about 
but they do take time. Often, 
the fact that I’ve been there 
doesn’t mean I can come 
home with a deal immediate- 
ly. It takes time.” 

Crombie noted her invest- 
ment trip to South America 
in 2015 eventually led to a 
decision by Brazilian pharma 
giant BioLabs to open a new 


research centre in Mississau- 
ga, adding to the city’s grow- 
ing drug and life sciences sec- 
tor, the so-called “Pill Hill” 
that includes the Canadian 
units of many of the world’s 
biggest drug multinationals. 
In her speech to the MHI 
Canada expansion event, 
Crombie said it’s important 
for her to spend a lot of time 
lobbying for jobs and new in- 
vestment in Japan. 

“Canada has 300 Japanese 
companies. Ontario has 200 
of those, but Mississauga 
has 100 of them,” she said, 
to a long applause from the 


crowd at MHI’s big aircraft 
plant minutes from Pearson 
Airport. 

“You will soon learn there 
will be 101 and we've got a lot 
of other leads as well.” 

Crombie said Mississau- 
ga’s aerospace cluster has 
330 companies and 22,000 
jobs and includes the supply 
chains of some of the world’s 
biggest aircraft makers, mak- 
ing the air-industry indus- 
trial sector near Pearson the 
second-biggest in Canada.

Ontario to keep this plant 
moving forward. It will help 
improve productivity and 
boost competitiveness. It 
will help this plant stay the 
forefront of the industry,” 
said Duguid. 

The $4.9 million is coming 
from the Ontario Jobs and 
Prosperity Fund. 

It'll be added to a company 
infusion of cash for a total in- 
vestment of $36.2 million to 
create 90 jobs and retain the 
other 700 already there. 
Another beneficiary of the 
fund was Cyclone Manu- 
facturing, which got $5.2 
million to expand its Missis- 
sauga aerospace parts plants 
in an overall $65 million in- 
vestment. 

Mike McCarthy, president 
and chairman of MHI Cana- 
da Aerospace, says Ontario’s 
workforce and its cost-com-

petitiveness made the com- 
pany’s decision to expand 
here a natural one. 

“Tt was an easy decision to 
expand here. We are thrilled 
about our partnership with 
the Ontario government, 
which will help us boost our 
competitiveness and_ take 
our business to new heights,” 
McCarthy said. 

Sousa touted his govern- 
ment’s investments in the 
tech sector since the reces- 
sion of 2007 and 2008 dev- 
astated the traditional manu- 
facturing industry. 

“We knew that to succeed 
in today’s modern economy, 
we couldn’t just try to bring 
back the jobs of the past. So 
we targeted industries of the 
future, like information tech- 
nology, artificial intelligence, 
advanced manufacturing and 
of course aerospace,” he said. 

Ontario’s aerospace sector 
accounts for over 21,000 di- 
rect jobs. There are around 
300 Japanese companies 
that have major operations 
in Canada, a third of them 
based in Mississauga. 

Over half of the world’s top 
25 aerospace companies have 
operations in Ontario where 
manufacturers are part of the 
supply chain for virtually ev- 
ery passenger aircraft. 

The Mississauga Board of 
Trade offered its congratula- 
tions to MHI, one of its mem- 
bers. MBOT president and 
CEO David Wojcik was on 
hand for the announcement.

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Ottawa’s talks end, causing “firestorm of reaction” over

The lobby group for the 
country’s small business- 
es says the Trudeau gov- 


ernment’s proposed tax 
changes have sparked a 
“firestorm of reaction” and 
intense opposition from the 
normally quiet group. 

The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business 
marked the end of more 
than two months of gov- 
ernment consultations this 
week and warned the Lib- 
erals that its 109,000 small 
and medium-sized business 
members strongly reject 
the tax changes. 

“Over the past 75 days, 
Canada has witnessed 
something very rare — a 
spontaneous, grassroots re- 


looming small business tax hikes 


sponse from small business 
owners, a group typically 
way too busy to mount pro- 
tests and campaigns about 
government policy,” said 
CFIB president Dan Kelly. 
“T have been impressed to 
see business owners from 
coast to coast reaching out 
to their MPs, setting up 
special websites and pack- 
ing local meeting halls. 
The federal government’s 
proposed tax changes have 
caused a firestorm of reac- 
tion from small business 
owners, which appears to 
have genuinely surprised 
our political leaders.” 
Trudeau also got an earful 
from some provincial lead- 
ers over the issue as he met 
the premiers and territorial 
leaders in the Ottawa area 
Tuesday. Several premiers 
oppose the federal Liberals’ 
plan to change rules around 


small business taxes. 
Trudeau and Finance Min- 
ister Bill Morneau want to 
stop small businesses from 
being able to shelter in- 
come in a private corpora- 
tion and income-split with 
family members to lower 
their tax bills. Ottawa also 
wants to change the rules 
around capital gains taxes. 
The “tax fairness” effort is 
a key Liberal priority meant 
to make the tax system fair- 
er for the middle class -- but 
the changes also could raise 
up to $7 billion annually for 
the high-spending Liberals. 
The plan has been derided 
by almost every business 
group and the federal Con- 
servatives as just another 
tax grab that could kill the 
small-business sector. 

No matter what happens, 
taxes are bound to become 
an issue in the federal elec- 


tion in about two years. 
The Mississauga Board of 
Trade has led local lobbying 
efforts to force Ottawa to 
scrap the idea, which board 
president and CEO David 
Wojcik calls “dangerous 
proposed legislation.” 

The board has launched a 
full lobbying campaign for 
its 1,500 members, includ- 
ing town halls and round 
tables, to fight Trudeau’s 
tax ideas. 

The Trudeau government’s 
planned tax changes are 
a key issue for Mississau- 
ga, since 97 per cent of the 
86,000 companies in the 
city are mom and pop shops 
and other small operators 
already struggling to keep 
their head above water. 
Local businesses complain 
that the latest tax proposals 
only add to a litany of rising 
costs -- from a hike in CPP 


premiums, higher EI de- 
ductions and rents, the car- 
bon tax and a looming $15 
an hour minimum wage in 
Ontario -- that already cost 
them thousands of dollars 
and make it hard to stay 
alive and grow. 

“There has been a growing 
sense on the part of entre- 
preneurs that governments 
don’t understand them, ap- 
preciate their contributions 
or care about their future,” 
added Kelly. 

On top of the other cost 
hikes, “these changes ap- 
pear, to many, to be the 
straw that may break the 
camel’s back.” 

Kelly said the federation’s 
submission to Ottawa and 
analysis from tax experts 
have shown the tax changes 
will affect middle income 
business owners with as 
little as $50,000 in income. 


The changes will raise the 
effective tax rates on busi- 
ness owners to levels high- 
er than personal taxpayers 
and create possible retroac- 
tive taxation — particularly 
on capital gains. 

“CFIB calls on the federal 
government to reflect on 
both the substance of the 
proposals and the strategy 
it used to launch them,” 
Kelly continued. “This type 
of divisive politics has no 
place in Canada, particular- 
ly from a government that 
has branded itself on bring- 
ing Canadians together.”

Peel MPP Jagmeet Singh wins federal NDP leadership

Brampton MPP Jagmeet 
Singh, who signed up tens 
of thousands of Sikh sup- 
porters and others in Peel 
Region, the GTA and Van- 
couver, won the _ federal 
NDP leadership on the first 
ballot Sunday. 

The 38-year-old MPP from 
the Brampton-Gore-Malton 
riding at Queen’s Park won 
an impressive victory on the 
first ballot, becoming the 
first non-white politician to 
lead a major political party 
in Canada. 

Singh took 35,266 votes -- 
53.8 per cent of the total, 
ahead of rival MPs Charlie 
Angus, at 19.4 per cent, Nik- 
ki Ashton at 17.4 per cent 
and Guy Caron with 9.4 per 
cent. 

“New Democrat voters were 
looking for their version 
of Justin Trudeau,” noted 
Richard Mahoney, a Liber- 
al and former Paul Martin 
campaign strategist. 

“But he’s got a lot of work 
to do.” 

Singh is a stylish, photo- 
genic former lawyer whose 
parents immigrated to Can- 
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ada from the Punjab area of 
northern India. 

His win Sunday makes him 
only the third federal NDP 
leader to win on the first 
ballot -- joining Tommy 
Douglas in 1961 and Jack 
Layton in 2003. 

Observers of the NDP 
campaign noted that Singh 
made great inroads in eth- 
nically diverse urban areas 
of the country -- Missis- 
sauga, Brampton, the GTA, 
and Vancouver -- signing up 
47,000 new members to the 
party, many from the large 
Sikh communities in Peel, 
Calgary and Vancouver. 
“This is a huge moment for 
people of colour in Canada,” 
said Robin MacLachlan, an 
NDP strategist. “This victo- 
ry means a lot to them.” 
New Democrats expect 
Singh to give PM Justin 
Trudeau a stiff fight in the 
battle for votes in the 2019 
federal election in cities 
across Canada. 

In Peel Region, which has 
never voted for the NDP 
federally, that could trans- 
late into an opportunity for 
the Conservatives. The To- 
ries won many Peel seats in 
the 2011 election but were 


wiped out by the Liberals 
in 2015, as the NDP vote 
collapsed and moved to the 
Liberals. 

Ironically, Singh ran for 
the NDP in the 2011 federal 
election and narrowly lost 
to the Tory candidate Bal 
Gosal before he won a pro- 
vincial seat later that year. 
In a short speech after his 
victory, Singh said he wants 
to embrace “the politics of 
love to fight the growing 
politics of division” across 
Canada. 

However, he faces key chal- 
lenges, from an anti-immi- 
grant backlash in Quebec 
to a more than $5 million 
debt in the federal NDP that 
could limit their spending 
for the next election cam- 
paign. 

Singh expects to contest 
the Brampton East riding in 
2019, but until then he will 
have to lead the NDP out- 
side the Commons unless 
he decides to run in a future 
by-election. 

In his speech, he said he 
will focus on income in- 
equality, pay equity for 
women, climate change and 
promote electoral reform 
that was promised in 2015 


by Trudeau but dropped last 
year. 

On the issue of precarious 
employment, he said many 
Canadians, especially in 
immigrant communities, 


“feel the weight of living 


paycheque to paycheque, 
knowing the consequences 
of falling short, letting your 
family down and losing the 
basics like shelter , food and 
education.” 

“That’s why it’s unaccept- 


able our government tells 
people just to get used to 
unstable work,” he com- 
plained. 

“Job insecurity is unaccept- 
able.”

“There are 330 aerospace 
businesses in Mississauga 
and there are 27,000 em- 
ployees. We are the largest

You can see the 
sectors that are represent- 
ed, largely ICT, automotive, 
life sciences, aerospace, lo- 
gistics, and food and bever- 
age,” she said. 


Mississauga’s aerospace

aerospace companies. 


The list includes Cyclone 
Canada and Mitsubishi 
Heavy Industries, which at- 
tended the aerospace gath- 
ering.

FCA plant in Brampton hit with $140,000 
fine after worker injured in 2015 accident 


Automaker FCA Canada Inc., 
one of Brampton’s biggest in- 
dustrial employers, has been 
slapped with a $140,000 fine 
after one of its workers was 
hurt in an accident two years 
ago. 

The fine comes after the 
unit of global auto giant Fiat 
Chrysler Automobiles plead- 
ed guilty in Brampton court 
last week to occupational 
health and safety offences 
linked to an accident in which 
the worker received head in- 
juries when bolts failed on a 
transfer press under mainte- 
nance. 


A Labour Ministry statement 

said the incident took place 
July 26, 2015, at the auto- 
maker’s assembly plant on 
Williams Parkway in eastern 
Brampton. 


Aworker was performing an- 
nual maintenance on a trans- 
fer press -- a machine used 
to make car door and fender 


panels. 


The worker and two helpers 
were removing bolts connect- 
ing a clutch plate to other 
components when two bolts 
fractured and were ejected at 
high velocity. 


One worker was struck in 
the head by a clutch spring 
assembly, lost consciousness 
and was injured. 


The ministry investigation 
found that each time the press 
completed a cycle, a force was 
applied to the clutch spring 
assemblies that could sepa- 
rate the bolt connections. 


Because the force was ap- 
plied repeatedly, the bolts 
progressively deteriorated 
and eventually fractured. 


The automaker pleaded 
guilty for failing to take every 
precaution reasonable to pro- 
tect a worker from the ejec- 
tion of parts from the transfer 
press during maintenance - a 


violation of the province’s Oc- 
cupational Health and Safety 
Act. 


Beside the $140,000 fine the 
court also imposed a 25-per- 
cent victim fine surcharge as 
required by the Provincial Of- 
fences Act. 


A union official says the 
Chrysler assembly plant has 
a good safety record and any 
problems or complaints go 
through a union-company 
committee review aimed at 
keeping various moving me- 
chanical systems as safe as 
possible. 


“We've got a joint health 
and safety committee that’s 
pretty well respected (in the 
plant) and even by the Min- 
istry of Labour,” said Jaspal 
Brar, president of Unifor Lo- 
cal 1285, which represents 
unionized employees at the 
factory. 
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Mississauga endorses OMB reform bill

Members of the Planning 
and Development Com- 
mittee announced Tues- 
day afternoon that they 
had endorsed a bill which 
will replace the Ontario 
Municipal Board (OMB). 
The committee said that 
they had agreed with the 
Ontario government’s leg- 
islation on Bill 139 — the 
Building Better Commu- 
nities and Conserving 
Watersheds Act, which 
will change the land use 
planning appeal system in 
Ontario. 

The move comes after the 
province held a series of 
public workshops over the 
last year to ask residents in 
municipalities how to best 
replace the system, which 
was criticized for putting 
too much power in the 
hands of developers and 
the province as opposed to 
local towns and cities. 


Among other changes, the 
Bill proposes to amend the 
Planning Act to only allow 
appeals to the Tribunal 
where a Council decision 
fails to conform to a policy 
statement or is inconsis- 
tent with a provincial or 
upper-tier plan. 

The Bill would also ex- 
pand the types of matters 
that are exempt from ap- 
peal. 

The staff report includes a 
recommendation that the 
Mayor or designate convey 
support for the Bill and 
provide comments to the 
Standing Committee. 

Mayor Bonnie Crombie 
said that the bill will be a 
great help in shaping land 
use planning at the local 
level. 

“It is time that munic- 
ipalities strengthen our 
authority to make local 
land use planning de- 
cisions. The proposed 
amendments align well 
with our efforts to build a 


great city that respects and 
preserves the natural en- 
vironment as it continues 
to change and grow,” she 
said. 

The report also recom- 
mended that comments 
related to clarifying sev- 
eral aspects of the bill, 
including transition pro- 
visions to avoid a large 
number of appeals and 
climate change policy re- 
quirements, be submitted 
for review by the city. 

The recommendations 
will be brought to Missis- 
sauga council for approval

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Brampton Hospital Overcrowding a “Crisis” , Say NDP

Overcrowding at Bramp- 
ton Civic Hospital has 
reached a crisis with oc- 
cupancy rates exceeding 
100%, says the provincial 
NDP. 


At a roundtable Wednes- 
day in Brampton, NDP 
Leader Andrea Horwath 
said patients are waiting for 
days on stretchers to get a 
hospital room. 


“This is a crisis situation 
that needs to be addressed 
by the government,” she 
said. 


The party tabled govern- 
ment documents showing 
Brampton Civic has had a 
100% or greater occupancy 
in its Acute Care unit from 
January to May 2017. 


Sunanda Dhanna told the 
gathering she was recently 
a patient at the hospital and 
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spent two-and-a-half days 
on a stretcher in various 
hallways throughout the 
hospital. 


“It was completely humili- 
ating and frustrating,” said 
Dhanna. 


She claims she was ignored 
by staffers, not fed for a 
day-and-a-half and had no 
privacy. 

“As a nurse, I know you're 
supposed to provide the 
utmost care for your pa- 
tients,” she said. “I want 
to help other patients who 
couldn’t help themselves.” 


Horwath said that Dhan- 
na’s situation is one of 
many, and is indicative of 
the Liberal Government’s 
current health care funding 
policies. 

“Hospitals shouldn’t be 


running at over 85% capac- 
ity,” she said. “It has an im- 


pact on (patients’) well-be- 
ing... on their dignity.” 


Brampton Civic Hospital 
currently employs 4,100 
people and currently serves 
about 500,000 residents 
in Brampton and the sur- 
rounding areas. 


In its 2017 budget, the 
Wynne government com- 
mitted an additional $9 
billion toward new hospi- 
tal construction projects 
across the province. 


But it also froze hospital 
operating budgets for years, 
and cut thousands of nurses 
and other front-line work- 
ers to save money. 


The government says its 
hospital building would 
bring Ontario’s total 
planned investment in hos- 
pital infrastructure to more 
than $20 billion over the 
next 10 years to address “a

and-a-half 
receiving food from staff, 


growing demand for health 
care services and a need for 
innovative models of care.” 


Horwath says the current 
shortfall in the $53-billion 
health budget is the result 
of ‘cuts.’ That message will 
likely form a major part of 
the NDP campaign for the 
spring election next June 7. 


She is expected to demand 
more funding for seniors 


health, more front-line 
workers and a restoration 
of past cuts. 


Another recent patient, 
Jamie-Lee Ball, says she 
went to Brampton Civic af- 
ter having complications 
from abdominal surgery 
and subsequently spent five 
days being shuffled between 
hallways in a stretcher. 


Ball says she waited two- 


days before 
suffered from internal 
bleeding and shared a sin- 
gle public washroom with 
other patients while pulling 
an IV around with her. 


“This is a hospital that’s 
close to home for us,” she 
said. “The overcapacity is a 
huge concern.” 
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Bains visits Mississauga school to tout free computer plan

Peel Region MP and cabi- 
net minister Navdeep Bains 
went to a Mississauga 
school to mark the delivery 
of 1.5 million refurbished 
computer to schools across 
Canada under a 24-year- 
old program aimed at rais- 
ing tech skills and cleaning 
up the environment. 


Mississauga-Malton Lib- 
eral MP Bains, the Minister 
of Innovation, Science and 
Economic Development, 
celebrated the delivery of 
the 1.5 millionth comput- 
er under the program at a 
special event at Homelands 
Sr. public school near the 
Sheridan Park technology 
business park in south- 
western Mississauga. 


Bains praised the Comput- 
ers for Schools program, 
which was founded in 1993 
to boost tech literacy and 
help stop old equipment 
from being dumped in 
landfills. 


“This is a big milestone, 
and it marks another im- 
portant step in creating the 
innovation culture that will 
sustain our job growth and 
ensure our success in the 
digital age,” he said. 


“We especially need more 
women and other un- 
der-represented groups to 
learn the digital skills they 
need for the jobs of the fu- 
ture. Canada will only suc- 
ceed if we use everybody’s 
talents to their full poten- 
tial.” 


Computers for Schools 
was started in 1993 by In- 
dustry Canada and its part- 
ners, and has donated 1.5 
million refurbished com- 
puters nationwide. 


In 2015, Ottawa provid- 
ed $2 million to expand 
the program to include 
non-profits who help poor 
people and new Canadians 
with access to refurbished 
equipment. 


A charity called Renewed 
Computer Technology, or 
RCT, runs the CFS pro- 


gram, which refurbishes 
computers donated from 
government, private busi- 
ness and individuals to be 
used by schools, librar- 
ies, non-profits and native 
communities. 


Shauna McCaffrey, exec- 
utive director of RCT, said 
the program has helped 
boost “advanced skills and 
creativity” at schools across 
the country. 


Ovarian cancer drug gets 


provincial funding 


Two Mississauga pharma- 
ceutical companies hit im- 
portant marks recently to 
advance their key drugs in 
the Canadian market. 


AstraZeneca Canada re- 
vealed that the pan-Cana- 
dian oncology drug review 
overwhelmingly — backed 
provincial funding for the 
company’s Lynparza drug 
treatment for ovarian can- 
cer, setting the stage for 
talks to get the drug listed 
on provincial health plans. 
Meanwhile, Gilead Sci- 
ences Canada Inc. said 
Health Canada has granted 
a notice of compliance for 
its Epclusa drug to treat 
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adults with the chronic 
hepatitis C virus to include 
patients also infected with 
HIV-1. 


At AstraZeneca, the com- 
pany said it applauds the 
decision by the cancer drug 
review board, noting that 
this comes as a reflection 
of the strong clinical evi- 
dence on the effectiveness 
of Lynparza to treat some 
ovarian cancer patients. 


“This is a great step for- 
ward for Canadian women 
living with BRCA (genet- 
ically)-mutated — ovarian 
cancer,” said Karen Heim, 
vice-president of patient 
access and_ established 


brands at AstraZeneca 
Canada. 
AstraZeneca says that 


since 2014, more than 45 
countries have approved 
Lynparza and its use is 
paid by government health 
systems in many countries, 
including the U.K. and 
Australia. Lynparza was 
approved by Health Cana- 
da in April 2016. 

Ovarian cancer is expected 
to affect 2,800 Canadian 
women this year and more 
than half of that group will 
die within five years. 


“RCT is proud do have 
delivered over 458,400 
computers throughout 
Ontario, in addition to the 
3,093 laptops to Syrian 
refugee families as part of 
the #WelcomeRefugees in- 
tiative, to enable them to 
achieve and gain the skills 
that are needed to succeed 
in the workplace, in the 
classroom, and in their 
communities,” she said. 


Plaza Retail REIT is devel- 
oping a strip mall in Missis- 
sauga as part of a broader 
plan to expand its opera- 
tions in Eastern Canada.

Sawmill Sid’s: a treasure chest for those looking for unique wood pieces

It may be National Forest 
Week in Canada, but every 
day is Forest Day for Saw- 
mill Sid. 

The fate of many city trees 
is sad and wasteful. 

When they come down in 
a storm, or reach the end 
of their lifespan, munici-

The 
smallest masks are sized 
specially for small an- 
imals including cats, 
small dogs and rabbits. 
The large masks can 
accommodate large do- 
mestic animals weighing 
50 pounds or more. 


re-purposed into one-of-a- 
kind live edge tables, floors, 
stair treads, serving trays, 
mantles, beams, chande- 
liers and more. 

Sawmill Sid is located on 
Lakeshore Road in Missis- 
sauga, just west of Dixie. 

“Tt makes me cringe when 
I see a good tree going 
through a wood chipper,” 
says Sidney Gendron, who 
runs Sawmill Sid Inc. with 
his wife Sheila Storey. 

“That’s not the highest and 
best use of any tree... I’m 
hoping that mentality is go- 
ing to change.” 

Instead he sees a more vir- 
tuous circle: a trunk turning 
into eight spectacular ta- 
bles, workers paid for their 
craftsmanship, who in turn 
pay their bills and support 
the local economy. 

Since opening a year and 
a half ago, Gendron figures 
they have diverted 6,800 
cubic metres of wood from 
the landfill and trapped 
6,800 tonnes of carbon. 

“T want to take the model 
of what we are doing and 
replicate it across America,” 
says Storey. 

For those who love wood, 
it’s a slice of heaven picking 


through pieces and imagin- 
ing possibilities. Don’t be 
put off by the dusty road in: 
Sawmill Sid’s is a treasure 
chest. 

Woodworker Bob Tier is a 
regular customer. He makes 
charcuterie serving trays he 
sells at Toronto’s St. Law- 
rence Market. Today, he’s 
here to get a custom or- 
der. A client wants wooden 
plates for her steaks. “Sid’s 
a great resource,” says Tier, 
“and he’s just around the 
corner.” 

Corporations visit for team 
building — participants pick 
the wood, take turns milling 
it, and end up with a show- 
piece boardroom table they 
can use or donate. 

“Milling a tree is always 
surprising”, says Gendron, 
with unexpected shades like 
orange or pink, a graceful 
twist, or weird and wonder- 
ful burls adding beauty. 

Gendron sees lots of condo 
dwellers looking for wood 
to bring a bit of nature to a 
stark modern space. 

If you don’t want to finish 
the wood yourself, Saw- 
mill Sid’s has a list of local 
woodworkers to help make 
your idea a reality. 


“We're lucky because the 
Greater Toronto Area is one 
of the best sources of wood 
in Ontario,” says Gendron. 
It turns out the GTA is a 
perfect mix of old, estab- 
lished communities and 
large areas of park land 
where trees have been nur- 
tured. 

Talking to Gendron and 
Storey you get the feeling 
re-purposing trees is more 
than just a business. It’s a 
passion, and a way to make 
the world a better place. 
For example, the company 
donates wood to build Bud- 
dy Benches, an anti-bully- 
ing project, to Habitat for 
Humanity’s houses, and is 
involved in a new project 
building canoes and snow- 
shoes from Alectra’s old ce- 
dar telephone poles. 
Sawmill Sid Inc. won the 
prestigious Ontario Wood 
Award in 2016 among many 
other recognitions. 

For Sawmill Sid and his 
wife, it’s about staying local, 
a green footprint, and giv- 
ing back to the community. 
And of course, respecting 
the tree.

Great Art for Great Lakes, 
in partnership with the Port 
Credit Library, hosted a 
launch event for “Mi Lake”, 
a piece created by local art- 
ist Vanessa Logan alongside 
community contributors. 

Logan asked participants 
to share photos or drawings 
of Lake Ontario. She trans- 
ferred them onto pieces of 
sea glass and then assem- 
bled the sea glass-photo 
artifacts into Mi Lake, a 
triptych of three tall, rect- 
angular columns in shades 
of aquamarine, blue, green 
and white, mimicking the 
water of Lake Ontario. 

“T love the community’s 
enthusiasm for  contrib- 
uting images to Mi Lake,” 
says Logan. “Participants 
of every age shared great 
Lake Ontario connections, 
whether it was a distinct 
memory or a favourite view. 


It was an honour to collect 
and magnify those connec- 
tions for Great Art for Great 
Lakes.” 

The Great Art for Great 
Lakes initiative has spon- 
soring similar projects in 
seven other Great Lakes 
communities, including 
Kingston, Hamilton, Thun- 
der Bay and the Aamjiw- 
naang First Nation.
